THIRTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 


Commemorative Exercis«s Held By 


Newfields Universalist Parish On 


Sunday. 


Exeter, N. H., July 27.—The Uni- 


versalist parish of Newfields. .which 
today with interesting exercises com- 
memorated its 30tih anniversary, was 
organized July 31, 1872, the name of 
the town then -being South Newmar- 
ket. 


Its meeting house was built in 1873 


and dedicated in December. Services 
were meanwhile held .with considera- 
ble regularity in the town hall, with 
Rev. G. W. -Becknell of Portland as 
preacher. Through his influence a 
church was organized Aug. 5, 1874. 


Its first pastor was Rev. Luther 


F. McKinney afterwards a leader of 
the state democracy, representative of 
the 1st New Hampshire district in 
'the 50th and 52d congresses, later 
minister to Colombia and still later 
democratic nominee for 
congress 


against Thomas B. Reed of Maine. 
He resigned in June, 1875.

She was born in Prcvincetown.and 


in 1882 entered WeHesley for a two- 
year course, then becoming a success- 
ful teacher. She was married in 1888 
to W. M. Smith, and has one son. 12 
years old. Medford finally became her 
home. She found the opportunity to 
gratify a long cherished desire, and 
in 1894 entered the divinity school 
of Tufts college. She was graduated 
in 3897 with the distinction of being 
one of the first two women graduates 
of the school. 


In the previous spring 
she hid 


twice supplied the church et Newfi-'.ds 
to such satisfaction that a call to its 
pastorate was extended 
her, which 


she accepted. She assumed her min- 
istry late in June and was1 formally 
installed July 23 following. She is 
a gifted preacher, a wise pastor, a 
charming woman, and is justly held 
in the highest regard by the entire 
community. 


The commemorative services today 


were as follows: At the morning ser- 
vice a memorial -tablet was unveiled 
and the pastor preached an appropri- 
ate sermon, with an historical ad- 
dress; Holy communion was adminis- 
tered at 4 p. m.

GOES TO SUPREME COURT. 


Two Portsmouth Banks Involved in 


Odd Litigation. 


Exeter, July 28.—The First Nation- 


al bank of Portsmouth has brought 
against the Portsmouth Savings bank 
a bill in equity, which makes the fol- 
lowing statements: 


That before Sept. 15, 1869, the two 


banks were tenants in common of a 
certain building, but occupied separate 
portions. They then made a partition 
by deeds of release, one to the other, 
of the quarters each occupied, the 
National becoming owner of the south- 
ern half and the Savings bank of the 
northern half of .the building. 


On Feb. 8. 1870, the banks made an 


agreement in writing regarding the 
partition wall and providing that no 
change should be made on the front of 
;he building or its principal en-trance 
by either party without consent of the 
other. The principal entrance "Was 
:hen common to both banks, but each 
iad a separate entrance to its portion 
of the second story. 


In 1SS1, by assent of both banks, 


'he first story front was remodeled. 
For each bank a separate entrance 
was provided, and for 
the 
former 


main entrance was substituted a. com- 
mon stairway to the second story.' 
which both hanks have since used and 
is the sole means 
of access to the 


;econd story- The dividing line is at 
the center of this stairway. 


The Savings bank, the 
bill sate 


forth, now desires to remodel its haft 
of the building, radically 
changing 


the front and taking into the bui'.ding 
its half of the common stairway. It 
claims that the written agreement of 
1870, 
having been acted on, is- obso- 


lete and extinguished. 


The plaintiff denies the defendant's 


right to change the front or obstruct 
or destroy its half 
of the 
common 


stairway, which would make the sec- 
ond story inaccessible and of little or 
no value to the plaintiff bank. 


The defendant 
has demurred 
to 


the bill. Judge John 
E. 
Young of 


Exeter overruled the demurrer. The 
defendant excepted and Judge Young 
today transferred the case to the su- 
preme court.

except claret, Rhine or other acid va- 
rieties. All vegetables containing sug- 
ar 01 starch arc forbidden, which 
leaves cauliflower, lettuce, string beans, 
spinach, cucumbers, greenS, young on- 
ions, etc., to be eaten. Olives arc not 
forbidden. 
A moderate meat diet la 


recommended, particularly the fatty 
parts, and all kinds of fish are al- 
lowfid.

The Fire Active Croopa of the 


ern Hemisphere. 


The active volcanic groups of th« 


western hemisphere occur In five wide- 
ly separated regions: 


First.—The Andean grotrp of volca- 


noes of the eqnatorial region of west- 
ern South America. 


Second.—The chain of some twenty- 


five great cinder cones which stretch 
east and west across the south end of 
the Mexican plateau. 


Third.—The Central American group, 


with its thirty-one active craters, ex- 
tending diagonally across the western 
ends of the east and west folds of the 
Caribbean corrugations, fringing the 
Pacific side of Guatemala, San Salva- 
dor and Costa Rica. This is separated 
from the Mexican group on the north 
by a large nonvolcauic area, the isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec, and on the south 
from the Andean volcanoes by the isth- 
mus of Panama, where no active vol- 
canoes are found. 


Fourth.—The chain of volcanoes of 


the Windward islands, marking the 
eastern gate of the Caribbean sea, 
standing in n line directly across the 
eastern termini of the Caribbean moun- 
tains, trending east and west and paral- 
lel to the Central American group sim- 
ilarly situated at the western termini. 


Fifth.—The volcanoes of Alaska and

Tho salmon caught in th«? sc-Uu-s and

wharf, counted aud thrown ;i:to h<-ai». 
Chinamen are mostSy <-:in>lyy«i for 
subsequent operations. They tatfe each 
fish, eut on* the bead, tall and lias, re- 
move the entrails and throw the rest 
of the animal into a big tub. Next the 
fish Is washed and placed in a trough, 
where several knives, acting after the 
manner of a feed cutter, slice it into 
sections exactly as long as the height 
of a can. These sections are set on 
end and split Into three pieces, one 
piece large enough to fill the can, \vhi!e 
the others are smaller.

After being soldered the cans are put 


into hot water and watched in order to 
see if any bubbles rise, indicating 
leaks.

Salt water i3 
used in preference to fresh because it 
can be raised to a higher temperature. 
After boiling for an hour and a quarter 
each can is "vented." This means that

the drop curtain of a stage, 
thing is minute, compact, 
painted, 


spotless and clean. In the houses of 
Broeck for cleaning purposes you will 
find big brooms, little brooms, tooth- 
brushes, aqua fortis. whiting for the 
window panes, rouge for the forks nnd 
spoons, coal dust for the copper, emery 
for the Iron utensils, brick powder for 
the floors and even small splinters of 
wood with which to pick out the tiny 
bits of straw in the cracks between the 
bricks. Here are some of the rules of 
this wonderful town: 


Citizens must leave their shoes at the 


loor when entering a house. 
..'jBetore or after sunset no one is allowed 
to smoke excepting with a pipe having: a 
cover, so that the ashes will not be scat- 
tered upon the street. 


Any one crossing the village on horse- 


back must get out of the saddle and lead 
the horse. 


A cunpidor shall be kept by the front 


floor of each house, where it may be ac- 
cessible from the window. 


It is f01 bidden to cross the village in a 


carriage or to drive animals through the 
streets. 


In addition to these established rules 


It is the custom for every citizen who 
sees a leaf or a bit of straw blown be- 
fore his house by the wind to pick it 
up and throw it into the canal.

The village pastor, 
after trying every sort of persuasion, 
preached a long sermon, in which be 
Declared that every Dutchwoman who 
had faithfully fulfilled her duties to- 
ward God in this world would find in 
the next a house packed full of furni- 
ture and stored with the most various 
and precious articles of use and orna- 
ment, which, not being distracted by 
other occupations, she would be able 
to brush, wash and polish for ail eter- 
nity. 
The promise of this sublime 


recompense aud the thought of this 
extreme happiness filled the women 
with such fervor and piety that for 
months thereafter the pastor had no 
cause for complaint. 


Around every house in Broeck are 


buckets, 
benches, rakes, hoes and 


stakes, all colored red, blue, white or 
yellow. The brilliancy and variety of 
colors and the cleanliness, brightness 
and miniature pomp of the place are 
wonderful. At the windows there are 
embroidered curtains, with rose col- 
ored ribbous. The blades, bands aud 
nails of the gayly painted windmills 
shine like silver.

how to make cheese: 


It Is best to use both night's and 


morning's mill:. Stir all together till 
well mixed, pour into a boiler (a wa.sli 
boiler if you have one) on the stovy 
aun hwit plowly till the thermometer 
stands nt 1)0 degrees, stirring it often 
to prevent scorching. Now pour it off 
mto your tub or churn If you have one. 
If you have twelve gallons of milk, it 
will require one rennet tablet. If less 
milk, t.'ike less of tablet. Use rennet in 
proportion of one tablet to n hundred 
pounds of milk, iv^sohe the reunct in 
about two t:i!iU 
>l£ponufuls of warm wa- 


ter. 
When the milk h;is cooled down to 


.S5 degrees, put in the dipsohod rennet. 
Mirrins: constantly until thoroughly 
mixed, lu nh*nit three minute*—you 
can see the milk changing to cheee*. 
Tease stirring now and cover up for 
lifteen minutes. A higher temperature 
than 85 degrees hastens the process, 
but Wastes the butter fnt and makes 
the curd tough. Handle the curd very 
gently 1U1 it is solid, as rough or quick 
treatment causes escape of butter fat 
and impou'rishcs the cheese. Now lift 
tho cloth, and yon will see the whole 
mass coagulated. Take a long knife 
and cut clear to the bottom with long, 
slow, sweeping strokes. Let stand a 
f'-w minutes nnd dip off all freed whey 
with saucer m- skimmer. Cross cut as 
bcforf. lenvlng curd in inch squares. 
Pip off whey agnin. Again cut curd, 
dip whey, as it collects very rapidly, 
and the tub can be tilted so as to drain 
off or if a churu is used tilt it and put 
n saucer Inside lo prevent curd frc-m 
blocking the passage after pulling out 
the churn plug. Let It drain this way, 
cutting occasionally, as before, till the 
curd Is f]uite solid and squeaks. Then 
remove, salt to taste and chop fine 
with n chopping,knife. Lny a square 
of muslin In your hoop (pull or n peck 
measure). The muslin should be dipped 
nnd wrung nut In hot writer. Pour In 
the chopped curd and bring corners of 
nwlln together ami pin over top of 
curd. Never mind If hoop is ever so 
full. It will sink down. Set to drip on 
top oC pall or pan. Put light weights 
on at first.
